The  Housing  Authority  will  make  every  effort 
to  place  you  in  an  apartment  in  the  area  you 

PREFER. 

However,  when  your  turn  comes  and  there  is  an 
apartment  of  the  proper  size  available,  it 
will  be  offered  to  you  regardless  of  location, 

you  may  refuse  the  home  offered  and  two  more 
such  offers.  if  you  reject  all  three  offers, 
your  name  will  be  returned  to  the  bottom  of 
the  list.  This  action  is  necessary  to  give 
other  people  a  chance  to  obtain  housing.
